Explanation 

The inventions of claims 1-19 appear to involve an inventive step over 
documents 1-3 cited in the ISR. 

Of documents 1-3, documents 1 and 2 in particular describe a configuration 
for connecting memory modules having an MPU (a "control device" in the present 
application) or a RAM core ("memory" in the present application) with a bus and 
thereby carrying out dispersed memory type information processing. The matter of 
connecting the memory modules in a ring and a method for detailed list processing 
using those memory modules are neither described nor suggested in documents 1-3. 
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
